Dear Brethren and Fellow-Souldiers, . | 
h OU cannot be ignorant of the many Endeavours, and earneſt Deſires of many good men in theſe 
Nations, to bring us to a Settlement ; which it hath pleaſed God to diſ-appoint unto this day,and 
leave us as a broken and divided People,ready to run into Blood and Confuſion : which that we 
might prevent fo great Calamities impending, after our earneſt ſecking God for his Diretion 
and Aſſiſtance , we find2 no Expedjent ſo likely,for the ſatisfation of the good People, and the quiet and 
welfare of this Commonwealth, as the re-admiſſion of the Secluded Members,in order to a Legal Difſoluti- 
on of this Parliament by their own free Conſents ; and to iſſue Writs for a future Full Repreſentative of the 
wv role Commenwealth of England, Scotlandand Ireland,under ſuch Qualifications as may ſecure our Caule, - 
_ toconvene 9n the twentieth of April next at Weſtminſter , for the eſtabliſhing of this Commonwealth upon 
the Foundations of Juſtice and true Freedom. And to take away all juſt Jealoufics from you, we do aſlure 
you, that we ſhall joyn with you in the maintenance of thoſe ends expreſled in the encloſed ; and do expett 
your cheerful concurrence with us : and we defire to take God co witneſs,that we have no Intentions or Par- 
poſes to return to our old Bondage ; but ſince the Providence of God hath made us free at the Coſt of fo 
much Blood, we hope we ſhall never be found fo unfaithful ro God and his People , asto loſeſo glorious a 
Cauſe : Burt we do reſolve with the Aſſiſtance of God, to adhere to you in the continuing of our dear-pur- 
chaſed Liberties,borh Spiricual and Civil. The Reaſon of our Proceedings in this manner,may ſeem ſtrange: 
buc if you duely coaſider the Neceſlities of our Afiairs,and the preſent ſtate of things, you will certainly con- 
- Clude nothing fo ſafe to ſecure Publick Intereſt, and to engage the Nations peaceably to ſubmit to a Free- 
State ; moſt of theſe Members having given us full aflurance, rhar their Seffion in Parliament ſhall not be. 
longer than abſolute neceſlity will requize, to the purting the Government into Succeſſive Parliaments ; they 
not being frce fo to att by the old Writs,as when they ſhail be called upon a Commonwealth Account ; and 
it's the Opinion of the crueſt Friends to a Free Scate, That it. cannot be conſiſtent with the perpetual ſitting 
of theſe Members,being contrary to te Natureof ſuch a Government. 

And a5 weare confident the prefent Parliament now ſitting, will not Repeal any of the Acts, Ordinances, 
or Orders of this Parliament, for Sales, or Publick Diſpoſition of Lands; fo We ſhall in our Station obſerye, 
and cauſe to be obſerved, all other Acts and Ordinances of this Parliament whatloever;and humbly interpoſe 
wich the next ſacceeding Parliament, not onely to paſs a farther A& of Confirmation of all ſuch Sales and 
Diſpoſitions of. Lands,here and in Scotland, but allo of all the Diſtributions and Diſpoſitions of Lauds and 
Houſes in Ireland,co the Souldiery, Adventurers,or any other Perſons, made by or in purſuance of any of the 
As, Ordinances, or Orders of this preſent Parliament , or any pretended Parliamentary Authority. And 
We entreat You to ſend up an Officer, to give tothe Lord General Monckan Account of Your Acquieſcence 
with Us berein. And if any diſ-afte&ed perſons ſhall hereby take occaſion to make diſturbance of the Peace - 
of the Commonwealth, either in favour of Charles Stuart,or any other pretended Authority,we deſire you to 
ſecure them, till the pleaſure of the Parliament or Council of State be known in that behalf. You ſhall ſpee- 
dily receive Encouragement and Supplies of Monies : and indeed, it was not the leaſt Motive to induceus 
to this way of Compolure of Aﬀairs, That we might facilitate the raiſing of Monies for the ſubſiſtence of the 
Army and Navy ; which would not otherwiſe have been done(if at all) bat with effuſion of blood. We have 


nothing moreat this time, but to aſſure you tha* we ſhall ever remain,
